NEW YORK ifs — Cutbacks in 
steel and copper production ix>int 
up today the Changing business 
scene: consum er spending trends, 
business caution over inventories, 
fruitien of the big expansion drive 
started by the Korean war. 
World shortage in copper and 
tight supply in steel sent both in* 
dustries in quest of added produc­ 
tion capacity. 
Prices 
climbed 
ami 
output 
climbed. Still more capacity will 
be added this year and next. La­ 
bor peace in copper for more than 
a year ami 
in steel since last 
sum m er helped boost output a n d 
lick shortages. 
By now the wdHd can produce 
more copper than 
is * currently 
wanted. For the mom ent anyway, 
the United States can turn out 
more of some kinds of steel than 
the custom ers want to stock. 
The cutbacks 
so 
far 
aren't 
large, and may even profit 
the 
companies. 
Steel 
production, 
after setting 
historic records in the first two 
month* of this year, is now re­ 
treating toward 90 percent a i ra t­ 
ed capacity. But steelm en point 
out that the most profitable out­ 
put rate lies somewhere in that 
neighborhood. 
To go above that steel com ­ 
panies usually have to use old and 
less efficient equipment; they have 
to delay ordinary shutdowns for 
needed m aintenance; and. there­ 
fore, in setting records they may 
be doing so with some expensively 
turned out steel. 
Copper 
production 
has 
been 
pared down by some firm s in two 
steps, starting last November. But 
Phelps Dodge, for exam ple, in its 
latest cutback which wiU sta rt at 
the end of this week will be work­ 
ing Its mines 22 'days out of each 
2$ and th a t’s still m ore than a 
five day week. Any savings in over 
tim e pay could make up for some 
of the decrease in sales and par­ 
ing of prices that brought about 
the production cuts. 
That Is the production side of 
the picture, which the steel and 
copper com panies can pretty much 
determ ine for them selves. 
The sales side depends on their 
custom ers, to a large degree m an­ 
ufacturers making goods for the 
consuming public. An dthere have 
been some changes 
here. 
While 
shortages were feared and prices 
firm or rising, purchasing agents 
had incentives to build up inven­ 
tories if they could. When supply 
caught up and prices, in some in­

March came in like a lion for Missouri motorists this 
year. 


Accompanied by mild, early spring weather the first 
few days of the month carried the threat of a rising 
death toll on the state’s highways. Last March 95 per­ 
sons were killed. That was a record. 


According to Colonel Hugh H. Waggoner, Superin­ 
tendent of the State Highway Patrol, this March is not 
too far off the record-breaking pace of 1956. 


However, Colonel Waggoner said, January and Feb­ 
ruary of this year ended with a total of 133 deaths. At 
the corresponding period last year 154 persons had been 
killed in highway mishaps. 


“There was a very noticeable improvement in the 
first two months of the year. For instance, traffic acci­ 
dents in 'February of this year claimed 59 lives, well be­ 
low the 75 deaths recorded for the same period in 19- 
56,” Colonel Waggoner stated. 


The record of 74 deaths in January, while not as im­ 
pressive, still was an improvement over the 80 for Jan­ 
uary of 1956. 


There was also a welcomed reduction in the number 
of pedestrian deaths, the Patrol Chief noted. So far this 
year there have been 17 walkers killed in traffic acci­ 
dents, while last year at the same time there were 30. 


“I hope the reduction in traffic deaths this year 
means that drivers are beginning to realize the dangers 
of driving, and—what’s more important—they are us­ 
ing more common sense and good judgment,” Colonel 
Waggoner said, adding; 


“If we can keep the death toll down this spring— 
when the roads will be crowded with more cars—thee 
I’ll say the state’s motorists are doing better than they 
have in the past. Right now, though, I'll reserve my op­ 
timism.”

In order to give parents a clos­ 
er look at the school and its meth­ 
ods and practices a 
series 
of 
meetings is being held in the ele­ 
mentary schools. These meeting* 
are under the direction of ele­ 
mentary supervisor Tony Statler 
and elementary principals. Mar­ 
garet Cain, Russell Ford, Melvin 
Gateley. Harold Jones and Rob­ 
ert Miller. The whys and hows of 
the subjects taught to grade ag* 
children are explained. The m eth­ 
od of reporting pupil progress, th# 
reading program, school aims and 
other m atters affecting children’* 
welfare are covered. Parents are 
urged to raise questions on any 
school topic. We think the meet­ 
ings will result in better under­ 
standing and consequently closer 
parent-teacher cooperation. 


It ia no particular source 
of 
pride to Missourians to learn from 
the most recent statistics that we 
stand 40th in the list of states in 
the amount of money that we 
spend per child for education. We 
have the ability to do better as 
we rank high among the states in 
per capita income. Until we make 
a greater effort from the state 
level it would seem that we have 
little excuse to ask for help from 
the Federal Government. Howev­ 
er, the game could be said for 
many more of the things 
for 
which some of the Congressmen 
seem wiling to demand Federal 
money. 


In a recent nationwide study 
conducted by 34 high school teach* 
ers, industrial executives w ere 
asked about educational 
short­ 
comings of youth starting out in 
jobs. These executives said that 
the biggest drawbacks to getting 
ahead stemmed from deficiencies 
in mathematics and language— 
the ability to think a problem out 
with mathematical reasoning and 
to write and express ideas clear­ 
ly. 
Conclusions from 
the 
study 
were that these things could be 
done by parents and teacher* to 
encourage youngsters. 
1. Start mathematical concepts 
early. Instead of say—giving a 
child a dime a week allowance, 
have him ask for twice what he 
saved 
from the week before. 
2. Stress clear thinking and ex­ 
pression. Things seldom get done 
until the man with an idea ex­ 
plains it to those who will do the 
work or pay the bill. 
3. Feed curiosity. Give answers 
but not on a silver platter. 
4. Give encouragement when an 
honest try foils profiting from 
mistakes or from attempted solu­ 
tions that flop is common in the 
workday world.

Top Dress ins On Wet Soil: 
Continued r a i n s are causing 
some wheat growers to worry a- 
bout getting their wheat top dress­ 
ed with ammonium nitrate, nitrate 
solution, or other forms of nitrate 
fertilizer. Most wheat is in condi­ 
tion that nitrate should go on not 
later than the last of this month. 
John Dowling has asked about 
the possibility of applying ammo­ 
nium nitrate with a seeder. I know 
from experience it will work but it 
Is a pretty big job. In fact, all of 
the demonstration plots where I 
applied ammonium n i t r a t e IO 
years or more ago, I did it with a 
horn seeder. The problem used to 
he that it was necessary to run all 
of the ammonium nitrate through 
a aeive so that the seeder didn’t 
choke up. It is possible the am­ 
monium nitrate that we get now is 
in enough better condition so that 
this is not necessary. 
I tried a 
cyclone seeder but it didn't work 
for me. However. Howard Schneid 
•r says that he got along pretty 
well using a cyclone seeder. 
lf there is much acreage to be 
covered and fields continue to be 
wet. I certainly suggest that an 
airplane applicator be employed 
A good deal of fertilizer is being 
applied in nearby counties in this 
manner. I think it would be less- 
expensive and better than the horn 
seeder device. 
Certainly, it is 
more expensive than the ordinary 
ground spreader method but the 
profits to be expected ire too great 
to not get the nitrogen on just be­ 
cause you cannot get into the field 
arith ground equipment.

Ap­ 
parently they were concentrated 
on the peninsula, having been driv 
en there from the surrounding 
country-side when the lake was 
formed. 
Much has happened since 1947. 
A road passible throughout the 
year has been built. Fourteen cab­ 
ins, a modern dining hall and kitch 
en and a few other buildings have 
been constructed. R.E.A. has pro­ 
vided electricity. The new assem 
bly and recreation hall will soon 
be under construction. 
The funds for this development 
have come largely from the cotton 
counties and four or five hill coun 
ties.
